A* you itnow, according to the agreement between the Secretary 
of Defense and the Director of Central Intelligence on the management 
of the Nat onal Reconnaissance Program, which ha# now been signed 
into effect, the Director of the NRG is charged with the assignment of 
espons abilities, p. ejects and programs to appropriate elements of 
the DGD and the CIA. The- failu e in the past to make any definite 
assignment of responsibilities in the whole NR© area has been, of 
cou rse, a result of not having a basic ag reement. Now that we have 
this, agreement, 1 consider it a matte r A first priority fo the DNRG 
to clarify and assign responsibilities under the National Reconnaissance 
P tog ram. The directive to move the Control Center for the satellite 
p wg.-ams from the Office of Special Activities. CIA, to the NS© 

Control Center at the Pentagon is, in my opinion, out of order with- 
out first defining who is responsible for what. This decision fur the 
confuses this problem. V- hile realising that the new DNRG is still 
becoming acquainted with hie mission and assets, I must respectfully 
insist that my responsibilities be made known at the earliest possible 
date.
